PRINCETON, 
N*. J., Nov. 6.—With 


ideal football weather lor the annual 
game between Princeton and Harvard 
today, followers of the rival teams who 
were here from all sections of the east 
expected to witness one of the most 
spectacular struggles of 
the season.

There 
were many in the I'rinceton camp who 
Haiti It was the first time in four years 
that the Orange and Rlack had entered 
into a battle with Harvard on appar- 
ently even terms.

fire. Every year He takes the members 
of the xrndiiaiin? cl:iss aside and tells 
them that In case of lire 
the 
whole 


worl: can't he done by the teachers and 
himself, and that they must share some 
of lhe responsibility. Kach pupil is in- 
structed that at the ringing of tho Ore 
bell lo station himself or herself, as 
the case may be, at a certain door and 
to sec that the pupils,

an alarm. 
When not actually employed the fireman must remain 


in his firehouse and cannot even visit his 
home 
without 
per- 


mission. 


On one day in eight, the fireman is permitted to remain at his 


home or elsewhere, until an alarm rings, when he must 
answer. 


He asks that he may have that privilege one day in five instead 
of one in eight. 


The records of the fire department snow that the firemen to

schools, but In order to make such a 
catastrophe as happened 
at Pcabody 


.next to impossible they ordered a num- 
ber of changes which will reduce the 
risk of loss of life to a minimum in 
chso of fire. 
The most important of 


these orders Is for the Improvement of 
of one of the school rooms In the North 
high school which has been much too 
Bmall to accommodate the pupllii. This 
large room will cither be partitioned 
off ;tnd room found for all the students 
or the room now beln£ used for manual 
training purposes will be taken and 
the study of manual tralulnpr dispensed 
with, for the present, at least. 


Principal Arthur w. Tnibey of the 


North high school since coining to the 
Institution has always instructed his 
students as to their duties In case of 
fire. Every year he takes the members 
of the graduating class aside and tells 
them that in case of (Ire 
the whole 


work can't be done by the teachers and 
himself, and that they must Bbarc some 
of the responsibility. Each pupil Is-ln- 
structed that at the ringing of the fire 
bell to station himself or herself, as 
the case may be, at a certain door and 
to see that the imnlls, especially 
the 


smaller children, pass out without dis- 
order. Fire drills are held at his school 
sometimes as 
often 
as four times a 


month, and these students have always 
performed their work creditably. Fol- 
lowing a fire drill they report their ob- 
servations to the prlneli il or to some 
of the teachers. 


The old bell at the top of tho high 


Kcbool Is also doomed for destruction 
so far as serving as a messenger of 
flro warning hereafter, is 
concerned, 


and ii new and up-to-date alarm sys- 
tem will he installed. This Is another 
one of the orders of the school com- 
mittee.

If President Wilson In his inaugural 


address or 'in :i special 
message 
to 


congress two years ago had advocated 
the changes that he has just udvoemcd 
at the -Manhattan club banquet, N'ew 
York, what would tha 
country have 


thought? In all probability Ills sanity 
would have beer, questioned, and the 
nation woulr! have protested most vig- 
orously against; what would have ap- 
peared rank militarism. 
Yet, 
today, 


f$w, If any, will question the wisdom 
ot his program, and 
there 
will 
bo 


found critics who will declare that he 
does not go far enough in his policy 
ot national defence. When we think 
of the change that a year and a few 
months have brought, we cannot but 
conclude (hat we are l!vi:ig in a great 
historic period which Is 
leaving "its 


imprint on all nations of the earth. 


. America is most desirous of main- 


taining peace with all powers, and 
there 
is 
no 
stronger 
champion of 


peace than President Wilson. It 
Is 


because of his desire for peace and 
genuine national development he ad- 
vocates the new program of prepared 
ness, 'for recent history 
has 
proved 


that the best way for America to be 
peaceful and prosperous is to be ready 
to defend itself against possible out- 
side aggression. We have our preach- 
ers of disarmament and internationa 
federation, but as a great power wo 
must heed the lessons of the times 
and be ready foi any emergency that 
the spirit of other powers may creat* 
It now seems clear that America has 
Blept in a sense of false security, and 
while still adhering to its old prlncl 
pies and traditions, it must advance 
to. meet modern requirements. Presi- 
dent Wilson has not 
made 
up 
his 


mind suddenly, and his 
suggestions 


have come only after deep thought, a 
clear knowledge of the Internationa 
situation and the advice of experts. 


The purely defensive nature of our 


coming preparations was strongly em- 
phasized in the president's 
opening 


remarks, together with the belief that 
we shall be supported by all the peo- 
ples of America. 'Tor ourselves we 
wish nothing." said President Wilson 
"but the 
full liberty of self-develop- 


ment; 
and with ourselves 
in 
this 


great matter we associate all the peo 
pjes of our own hemisphere." Fur- 
thermore, ho asserted strongly 
tha 


greater military power would not lead 
this nation 
to change its policy o 


"draining from using force on an> 
.alien or any people for purposes o 
American expansion, lie advocates a 


. greater army and navy so that Amer 


tea can more adequately mind its owr 
business and insist that other nation: 
shall mind theirs. "We have

rriind to he prepared, but not for war 
but only for defense."

an alarm. 
When not actually employed the fireman must remain 


in his firehouse and cannot even visit his 
home 
without 
per- 


mission. 


On on« day in eight, the fireman is permitted to remain at his 


home or elsewhere, until an alarm 
rings, when he must answer. 


He asks that he may have that privilege one-day in five instead 
of one in eight. 


The records of the fire department show that the firemen to 


a man have responded to the alarms on their days off. They will 


continue to do so.
